GERMAN PRISONERS 


STILL WORK ON ROADS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM* 


"With the American Army on the 
Sedan Front, Nov. iS-.'-fDelayed).—The 
American army is marking timfe until 
orders come, from Marshal Foch for 
the next move.- The roads near the 
front aie filled with the panoply of the 
war that has ended. The soldiers are 
wondering when they will get home. 
Very few German soldiers were seen 


along* the front line, giving rise to the 
belief that plans already are under way 
for the retirement back to their own 
border. 
The German command will have a 


difficult task, it is believed, to accom- 
plish this in time because since the 
Americans have cut the Mezieres-Lon- 
guyon line at Sedan, the Germans have 
only one main line over which to re- 
turn to Germany. 
The line 
runs 


through Liege. 
The terms of the armistice forbid 
Ame:ican airplanes from going over 
the German lines and inasmuch as no 
prisoners are being taken it is virtu- 
ally impossible to get any information 
as "to the movements of the German 
rmy.

GHENT NOT SERIOUSLY 


DAMAGED ALLIES FIND 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEORAMI 


Ghent, Monday. Nov. 11. (Delayed!— 


Citizens of Ghent, without distinction 
as to nationality, have greeted the al- 
lied troops as liberators. 


They relate the same stories of mar- 


tyrdom that are current in every city 
delivered from the Germans. They were 
nstounded at the quickness of the re- 
lief brought to them and are unable to 
believe that they are really freed from 
the hateful Teutonic yoke. 
Deputy Ansule, ncting burgomaster, 


who was thrice arrested by the Ger- 
mans, 
told the correspondent 
today 
that the food situation here is not des- 
perate, but is serious enough. 
There 
is enough wheat, bacon and lard for 
three weeks. but-tb"ere.-is no .rice', -coin 
densed milk or soap. 


The city's greatest neecl is for brown 
paper with which to temporarily re- 
place the thousands of windows smash- 
ed during the recent fighting in the 
smaller houses around the city. 


Ghent suffered no other serious dam- 


aged Robinson Smith, representative of 
the Belgian relief commission, arrived 
today and is organizing measures to 
assist the people. 
For months past the morale of the 


German soldiers has been a source of 
great anxiety to their officers. 
Many 


tnutinous attempts were pitilessly sup- 
pressed and many soldiers were shot. 
Three weeks ago 200 soldiers mutinied 
and paraded through the streets sing- 
ing the Marseillaise, 
They fired on 
Commandant Bluecher, a descendant of 
the famous marshal, who ordered sev- 
enty punished. 
A number were exe- 
cuted. Commandant Blueoher bitterly 
opposed captitulatinx and- oj>enly dis- 
cussed the inefficiency of Kmperor Wil- 
liam, the crown prince and Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburs.
